DOG PARK RULES

Use of the dog park is at your own risk.

Owners are legally responsible for their dogs
and any injuries/damages caused by them.

All dogs must wear a collar with a valid
license and have current vaccinations
required by law.

No more than two (2) dogs per person.
Dogs must be under control and supervised
by owner at all times.

Dogs showing aggression towards people or
other animals must be removed from park.

Dog waste must be cleaned up by owner
IMMEDIATELY.

You must be at least 16 years of age to
supervise a dog in the park.
Children under 16 must be accompanied by
an adult and closely supervised at all times.

Equipment is designed for DOGS ONLY.
Children are not permitted on equipment.

Dogs must be leashed prior to entering and
exiting park. Dogs outside of the fenced
area must be leashed at all times.

Gates must be closed after entrance & exit.

PROHIBITED

Puppies (under four months)
Dogs in heat
Sick or Aggressive dogs
Food (human & dog)
Glass containers
Use of tobacco products
